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SWITZERLAND NEXT? 

The neutrality of Switzerland is traditional. 
For some four hundred years she has remained 
neutral in Europe’s many wars. The bordering 
nations of France, Germany, Italy and, previ- 
ously, Austria-Hungary, have repeatedly assur- 
ed the little republic her neutrality would be 
respected. Because of this long period of aloof- 
ness from Europe’s quarrels, Geneva was chosen 
as the logical seat of the League of Nations. 
The nation was exempt from participation in 
that organization’s “military undertakings.” Her 
neutrality was guaranteed by the League. 

But the slow disintegration of the League 
made it apparent neutrality could be made 
more secure if Switzerland returned to her old 
position. So the government dispatched a note 
to League headquarters renouncing all sanction 
obligations if any were considered to exist. 
Germany and Italy were pointedly notified of 
this step. Outwardly, Germany took “great in- 
terest in the fact that the Swiss government 
has been successful in its efforts to free itself 
of obligations that were liable to endanger its 
neutrality.” Italy took a similar view. Both 
assured the little country of a corresponding 
disposition to respect this neutrality. 

But some 3,000,000 Germans, Hitler’s racial 
comrades, live within the borders of Switzer- 
land. Three-fourths of the population speak 
German, So the government-controlled Ger- 
man press, the mouthpiece for home consump- 
tion, was not satisfied with these peaceful ar- 
rangements. It sought to whip up sentiment 
against them. The usual argument for unity of 
German peoples was brought into play. “A 
further stay of the propaganda apparatus of 
the League of Nations on Swiss soil,” screamed 
Field Marshal Goering’s National Zeitung, “will 
be a constant and embarrassing burden for the 
Swiss government.” Furthermore, “the Swiss 
frontier is the boundary of the internal separa- 
tion of the German people. These people (the 
3,000,000) are exiled citizens of the German 
Reich.” 

The same government controlled newspaper 
recently published a map of Greater Germany 
which pictured practically the whole of Switzer- 
land as a part of the Reich. The map was 
actually prepared for use in German schools. 
Although the government made a semi-official 
promise to remove them from the schools, after 
the Swiss had protested, the fact remains the 
map was prepared, was published, was circu- 
lated with the knowledge of the government for 
no other purpose than to arouse the people of 
Germany to the theory there are yet other 
frontiers to be conquered. And it was done al- 
most simultaneously with the declaration of 
respect for Swiss neutrality. No wonder the 
nations of Europe are suspicious of a rearmed 
Germany. 


ENTERPRISE CHECKMATED 


The War Department and United States 
Commissioner C. J. Skinner, of Augusta, seem to 
be conspiring against free enterprise, with the 
result that an Augusta man with an eye for 
opportunity is not at all likely to make any- 
thing out of a perfectly good idea.

A NEW CALENDAR? 


The idea of remaking the calendar is not 
new. Astronomers have been advocating such 
a course for generations. The present plan, 
sponsored by the Journal of Calendar Reform, 
is known as the World Calendar. It divides 
the year into four “exact” quarters consisting 
of one 3l-day month and two 30-day months, 
or 13 weeks, or 91 days. Its chief advantage, 
according to its sponsors, would be in that it 
would be “perpetual,” never changing, every 
year the same, every quarter identical, every 
important date, every holiday would be fixed 
and fall on the same day each year. 

The calendar in present use by the greater 
part of the world is the Gregorian calendar. It 
was instituted by Pope Gregory XIII in 1582. 
It was adopted in England in 1752. It was 
simply a modification of the Julian calendar, 
calculated and devised by astronomers and in- 
troduced by the Roman, Julius Caesar. The 
civil day, as set forth in this calendar, is meas- 
ured by the rotation of the earth with reference 
to the sun. It is measured in such a way that 
all days are of equal length. 


There is another interval of time, however, 
with which human life is greatly concerned, It 
is the “tropical” year which determines the re- 
turn of the seasons. Its length is not exactly 
365 days, but 365.24219 days. Because of this 
approximate one-fourth of a day “left over” 
each year, it is necessary to add an extra day 
every fourth year to keep the calendar record 
straight. Hence, the 29th of February in leap 
years. 

But, to the man in the street a day is just 
so much daylight and so much night, the in- 
terval between the time he quits work one day 
and quits the next. On the farm it’s dawn to 
dusk and the night for rest. More specifically, 
however, a day is the interval required for the 
earth to make one complete rotation on its axis. 
Whether or not a technical change in these ar- 
rangements would be desirable is matter of 
opinion. Surely it would not make the slightest 
difference to the average person. A day would 
continue to be a day and, in all probability, he 
would continue to refer to the calendar, wheth- 
er fixed or not, for his guidance. 

A universal change in the calendar, however, 
would have to meet the approval of all nations 
and religious bodies. Therein lies the chief dif- 
ficulty in the way of its adoption. A calendar 
would have to be devised so that national holi- 
days, for instance, would fall on days satisfac- 
tory, inasmuch as the holiday would be per- 
petually fixed. 

The same would be true as to religious holi- 
days. There would be many objections. As an 
example, there are many who do not think 
Monday makes a desirable Christmas. Yet, if 
Christmas was arranged to fall perpetually on 
Thursday, it would necessarily make the Fourth 
of July always come on Saturday, according to 
the world calendar, which is not a popular idea. 

If the scientists can fit their perpetual cal- 
endar to conform to the vagaries of human de- 
sires and to the differences in religious beliefs 
the world over, they will have accomplished a 
great deal. But, after all, is it important? 


DOCTORS FOR RURAL AREAS 

A decentralization of medical facilities for 
greater service to the people of Georgia living 
in rural areas was advocated recently by Dr. 
Grady N. Coker, of Canton, president of the 
Medical Association of Georgia, in a speech be- 
fore “members of the Chattahoochee Valley 
Medical Association. 

He advocates inexpensive training at the 
state medical school in return for which the 
young physicians would go back into the rural 
districts for at least five years after graduation. 
Dr. Coker also advocates more hospitals for the 
rural districts, each serving several counties. 

Dr. Coker’s suggestions, while admirable and 
much to be desired, do not approach the basic. 
problem responsible for the lack of this medical 
service in outlying areas. That is the problem 
of a livelihood. To accomplish the desired 
decentralization some form of subsidy would be 
necessary if the young physicians are to be able 
to exist. This subsidy necessarily would have 
to come from the government, state or federal, 
and would involve, in effect, a principle which 
the medical profession as a whole has rejected 
as unsound. That is, socialized medicine. 

It must be doubted this is what Dr. Coker 
advocates, yet the plan, it is evident, would not 
work without such subsidization. However, the 
problem of medical care for rural communities 
has been too long neglected and it is time either 
the medical profession itself provides the solu- 
tion or permits the government to take action.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 15.— 
NEW REPUBLICAN HOPES Here in Ohio, the ‘Mamahlicans 


are crawling out of their holes, sniffing the air, and trying to recall 
the sweet but long-forgotten sensations of victory. After six years 
of progressive obscurity, Ohio Republicans hope that their time 
has come, 

And well they might, if any Republicans have grounds for hope. 
In the first place, Ohio is the best possible proving ground of the 
Republican party’s remaining vitality. It is central and representa- 
tive of the country. It contains. a large farm and industrial vote. 
It’s Republicanism was once of the solid, or Warren G. Harding 
type. And it is one of the big northern states the Republicans must 
recapture this year if they are to get somewhere in 1940. 

Furthermore, the local situation, by all the rules of the past, 
should be propitious to the Republicans’ hopes. To be sure, the new 
depression, which first wakened them from their long coma, has 
now been interrupted by the stock market boom. But the boom 
has not yet been reflected in Ohio’s business. 


UNAPPETIZING QUARTET Then, with bad times to beat, 


the Ohio Democrats are offering 
the electorate a startingly unappetizing selection of candidates. 
Most celebrated among them is the slick, devious, bouncing little 
tree surgeon, Martin L. Davey, present Governor of the state. The 


“Ali Baba and the Forty Davey Henchmen.” At Columbus, the state 
capitol swarms with lobbyists and parasites, all battening richly on 
the people’s government. The Davey organization is drenched with 
liquor, and smeared with a road-surfacing preparation called 
“hot mix.” 

Davey, whose use of troops against the CIO in the little steel 
strike has earned him the hatred of the liberal element in his party, 
is running for re-election. He is given just better than an even 
chance against his opponent for the nomination, State National 
Committeeman Charles Sawyer, an able man but no great vote- 
getter. The Davey-Sawyer contest is tearing the democracy fo 
pieces. And if Davey is nominated, the Republican gubernatorial 
candidate will probably have the support of the CIO leaders, who 
hate Davey more than any other politician in the country. 

As for the senatorship, former Governor George White is con- 
sidered a complete outsider for the nomination. Yet he has friends. 
They consider that, in choosing a celebration of which White was 
chairman, in White’s home town of Marietta, to ignore White and 
endorse Senator Robert Bulkley, the President offered a gratuitous 
insult to White. And Bulkley, the man who is thought a sure bet 
for the Democratic senatorial nomination, is as unexciting and 
maladroit a politician as you could find in a month of Sundays. 
With a reedy voice, a pale, damp personality, and a perfect genius 
for backing the wrong horse, he has no asset except his reputation 
as a New Deal coat-tail rider. 


UNHOPEFUL FIGURES With such remorselessly depressing 


leaders, the. Democrats are marche 
ing to an election fight which is bound to be far harder for them 
than the battle of two years ago. They still have their huge bat- 
talion of mercenary troops, the WPA workers, and they still enjoy 
important negro support. But they do not have the President at 
the head of the ticket, and, in a state where everyone, from Presi- 
dential candidate to pound warden, is put on one ballot, that is 
important. 

In the last election the President ran so far ahead of his ticket 
as to be almost out of sight. He carried the state by about 620,000 
votes, while Governor Davey scraped through with a mere majority 
of 120,000-odd. The other Democratic candidates trailed by almost 
as much, making the difference inescapable that the Governor and 
most of his colleagues were saved only by. the President’s personal 
prestige. é' 

That, and the fact that the new AAA corn quotas are producing 
some discontent among the farmers seem to give a color of reason 
to the Republicans’ hopes. Unquestionably, if the business indexes 
had continued downward, the betting in Ohio would be heavily on 
the Republicans. Wise prognosticators were prophecying early in 
the spring, before the market boom, that the Republicans would 
increase their share of the Ohio house delegation from two mem- 
bers to at least 14.

night faced one of its most bitter 
fights in years as it attempted to 
discredit the Memphis election 
fraud investigation ky the state 
crime commission and prevent the 
re-election of Governor Gordon 
Browning. 

Renomination of Browning in 
the August 4 Democratic primary 
would be a smashing blow at the 
prestige of the Crump organization 
which is attempting to shove State 
Senator Prentice Cooper into the 
gubernatorial office by handing 
him at least a 60,000-vote major- 
ity in Shelby county. 

Two years ago Browning rode 
into office with the aid of the 
solid Shelby county vote. But in 
the past 12 months Crump and 
Browning have parted company 
and the Governor has waged his 
campaign on a denunciation of 
“Mussolini on the Mississippi.”
